Contends He Waived Immunity 


Defense to Begin Monday — --Deferidant in 
Contempt Trial Probably Will 
Take Witness Stand. 


By ALVIN H. GOLDSTEIN.

NEW YORK, N. Y., Jan. 11. — 
The Government rested its case 
against Frank Costello shortly 
after noon today after presenting 
evidence since Monday in an ef- 
fort to prove the wealthy and po- 
litically powerful New York 
racketeer was guilty of contempt 


for his defiance of the Kefauver 


Senate investigating committee. 


United States District Judge 
Sylvester J. Ryan dismissed the 
jury until Monday morning in 
order to hear extended motions 
by both Government and defense 
counsel, George Wolf. Judge 
Ryan indicated he would hold 
court tomorrow if necessary so 
that the defense could begin Mon- 
day. Wolf said the defendant 
probably would take the witness 
stand. 

The Government’s testimony 
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ended yesterday and its case 
was completed today with intro- 
duction of transcripts of Costel- 
lo’s statements at closed commit- 
tee sessions last February. The 
contempt charge stems from his 
réfusal. at public hearings in 
March to answer questions con- 
cerning his finances and politi- 
cal affiliations. 


By introduction of the February 
testimony, United States Attorney 
Myles Lane sought to prove that 
Costello by aggreeing to supply 
information had waived his right 
to decline to reply to questions. 
He had claimed constitutional im- 
munity, in refusing to discuss his 
net worth, his outstanding obliga- 
tions, total indebtedness and 
other financial details. 


Halley Sarcastic. 


Rudolph Halley, former chief 
counsel for the Kefauver com- 
mittee, told the jury yesterday 
Costello had failed to satisfy the 
investigators on any of these 
points during his several appear- 
ances as a witness. He said more 
than eight: hours had been spent 
questioning Costello with eliciting 
satisfactory information. 


Wolf tried to obtain an admis- 
sion from Halley that Costello 
had sought to co-operate but had 
received unfair treatment at the 
open hearings. 

Halley said he was astonished 
that Costello had appeared un-. 
able to answer many questions 
concerning his business and fi- 
nancial transactions. 


“What information about Mr. 


| Costello’s personal affairs was re- 


ceived from you,” Halley said 
sardonically to Wolf, 

“There was no question about 
the witness’s endeavor to give 
frank answers, was,.there?” Wolf 
asked. 

“There was a very serious ques- 
tion,” Halley retorted. “It was 
especially puzzling to me as Mr. 
Costello had told us about only 
one legitimate business.” 


Costello’s Hands on TY. 

Wolf attempted to get Halley 
to say that television cameras 
broadcast Costello on the witness 
stand before the Senate commit- 
tee, though the underworld fig- 
ure had been promised he would 
be spared that distraction. Halley 
replied that Costello’s fidgeting 
hands had been shown one day 
without committee consent and 
that the offense was not repeated. 

Neither Costello nor his lawyer 


| made any protest against the tele- 


vising of Costello’s hands, nor of 
the conditions of which the de- 
fendant now complains existed in 
the hearing room, Halley said.

Legalistic Proceeding. 

The trial, with much of the evi- 
dence submitted out of the pres- 
ence of the jury, has developed 

into a highly legalistic proceed- 
ing. Costello is under indictment 
on 11 counts of contempt, and 
may be sentenced to one year im- 
prisonment and fined $1000 on 
each count. 

Three of the counts, in the 
terminology of the law, are “de- 
faults,” referring to the occasions 
when hé’ walked out of the hear- 
ing without committee permis- 
sion. 

Four counts involve questions 
concerning his political activities 
which he declined to answer one 
day but to which he made reply 
on another. Costello has been 
warned during the trial, however, 
that his related acceptance of 
committee authority did not 
purge him of, any contempt in- 
volved in his earlier refusal. 

The other four counts involve 
an even more complicated legal 
problem almost entirely within 
the discretion of the court for 
settlement. The issue is Costello’s 
good faith in his refusal to an- 
swer financial inquiries on the 
ground of self-incrimination. 

Those inquiries included: (1) 
What is your net worth? (2) What 
are your obligations exceeding 
$10,000? (3) What is your total 
indebtedness? and (4) Except on 
current tax payments, what other 
sums do you owe? 

The prosecution, In support of 
its contention that Costello had re- 
linquished his constitutional privi- 
lege of pleading self-incrimina- 
tion, submitted records of the 


closed hearings to the court ‘for | 


guidance in framing the charge 
to the jury. 

Details of the records, previ- 
ously made public, included Cos- 
tello’s testimony of a $125,000 
profit from the sale of real estate, 
his $40,000 losing investment in 
oil with Frank Erickson, convicted 
“king” of the bookmakers, and 
set forth the $25,000 in salary 
Costello received from the Bev- 
erly Club, a New Orleans gam- 
bling resort in which he held an 
interest.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP) 
—House leaders’ plans to pass a 
bill giving active and retired 
service men a 10 per cent pay 
increase next week ran into a 
snag today.

President Truman has announced that Attor- 
ney General McGrath will carry out any clean-up 
of corruption in government which may be nec- 
essary. Coming even from Mr. Truman, this an- 
nouncement is shocking. 

Action against corruption is, of course, logical- 
ly the Attorney General’s job. And it might well 
be left to him and his Department of Justice if 
the Attorney General were still a man of the 
stature cf, say,.the late Frank Murphy. 

Today, however, the Department of Justice 
with its Theron Lamar Caudles is just about as 
suspect as the Internal Revenue Bureau. Nor 


- has suspicion fallen only on a District Attorney 


or two far from Washington who might well be 
disciplined by the Attorney General. Suspicion 
now is directed against the highest levels of the 
Justice Department. Directly or indirectly, it 
reflects on Mr. McGrath’s own capacity as the 
department’s chief administrative officer. Even 
though his pérsonal record may be clear, how 
can he qualify as the chief investigator and 
prosecutor of his own deputies? 


Indeed, there was reason to believe that Mr. 
Truman had seriously considered requesting Mr. 
McGrath's resignation only a few days ago. 
Why, then, this reversal? 

. s. 

Mr. Truman has more than once yielded to 
the temptation of making a blind, off-the-cuff 
defense of a member of his Administration under 
criticism. Is this another example of this exag- 
gerated loyally? . 

Or has the President found it difficult to per- 
suade men of reputation to undertake the purge 
of the fixers? Judge Thomas F. Murphy of New 
York, by no means the ideal man for the job, 
pulled out after apparently having accepted it. 
But if the President reached far enough outside 
political circles, he could surely find the right 
man or men—as President Coolidge did in mov- 
ing to clean up the Teapot Dome scandals. 


Or is Mr. Truman shunting the burden from 
his shoulders onto those of his political associ- 
ates? Have the scandals—plus perhaps the Eisen- 
hower candidacy—caused him to decide on re- 
tirement from the political life? And is he saying 
to some of those around him: It is your show. 
You made the mess; get yourselves out of it? 

Such abdication would be utterly unworthy 
of the White House. Mr. Truman, after all, is 
the President of the United States and not just 
the perhaps tired and gisgusted leader of a po- 
litical organization. If Mr. Truman, a man who 
often gives thought to his place in history, has 
really decided against running for another term, 
then there is all the more reason for him to 
order a thorough and disinterested investiga- 
tion of the scandals besmirching some of those 
in his Administration.

No amount of speculation as to motives, how- 
ever, clears away the shock of the announcement 
that Mr. McGrath is to conduct the clean-up, 
“if necessary.” (And in view of the evidence 
already in hand, why did Mr. Truman decide to 
add that phrase, “if necessary’’?) Only the other 
day, in his State of the Union message, the 
President promised to drive the evil<doers out 
of office, promised the American people a tax- 
collection system above reproach. A mandate to 
Mr. McGrath is hardly a step toward the fulfill- 
ment of those pledges, 


When the scandals began to come to light, 
Mr. Truman had an historic opportunity to es- 
tablish his own position. Vigorous action, oblivi- 
ous to partisan political effects—good or bad, 
would have established him as a champion of 
governmental integrity. But the White House 
minimized, temporized and delayed. And now 
comes the McGrath announcement. 

From any President it would be amazing!

Of Time, Blood and Dollars 


The Red Cross is asking St. Louisans to give 
of their blood and of their money in behalf of 
the organization’s worthwhile humanitarian ef- 
forts in Korea and in this country. This is not a 
new story; the Red Cross exists on the contribu- 
tions of the American people. But this year the 
need is greater, the targets are higher. 


St. Louisans must contribute 120,000 pints of 
blood before the year’s end. This is an increase 
of 62,000 pints over the total for 1951 and shows 
the enormous military and civilian demand for 
this priceless commodity. The St. Louis chapter 
also needs $1,195,937—$124,808 more than was 
raised last year—to carry on its increased mili- 
tary responsibilities and to care for those made 
homeless by fires, floods and daily disaster. The 
fund drive will begin on Feb. 29 and run 
through March $], The, blood drive runs the 
year around, 


The cost to the community in dollars would 
be even higher were it not for the fact that 60 
per cent of Red Cross work hours are not paid 
for. This work is done by volunteers, of whom 
the St. Louis chapter has an urgent need for 
several hundred more. But those who cannot 
give of their time can give of their blood or of 
their dollars. Any gift—be it in time, in blood, 
or in money—will be put to the best possible use.

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Collective Measures—Maybe 

How to organize collective action against ag- 
gression remains a problem even though the 
political committee of thé U.N. General Assembly 
has approved a resolution looking in that direc- 
tion. Russia was unable to defeat the resolution, 
but the hesitation of smaller powers to commit 
themselves to the use of force in advance weak- 
ened it considerably. 

The search for a collective measures plan that 
would enable the General Assembly to act 
against aggression if the Security Council were 
paralyzed by the veto goes back to the summer 
of 1950. At that time only the accident of Rus- 
Sian absence from the Security Council enabled 
that body to approve action against the Korean 
aggression, 

The resolution now adopted,by the Assembly 
committee recommends that members maintain 
armed forces that can serve as United Nations 
units if summoned by the Assembly. Essentially, 
however, each member retains full power to de- 
cide whether it shall answer the call or take any 
other steps to put the collective measures recom- 
mended into action. 

Under the resolution, the Assembly is not to 
issue any call for troops except on the under- 
standing that each member shall decide the 
question of armed action by its own constitution- 
al processes and in accordance with its own ca- 
pacity to contribute. Moreover, each member 
retains the right to use any armed forces desig- 
nated as U.N. troops for its own self-defense, for 
regional defense or for internal security. In re- 
ality, then, no, collective armed force has been 
established. The resolution merely provides the 
possibility of a collective force if the members 
in each specifie case decide to organize one. 


This, apparently, is the most that could be 
obtained, and perhaps no more should have been

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Give It Highest Priority 
It is only by good luck that the disaster which 
snuffed out 119 lives at Orient No. 2 mine, at. 
West Frankfort, has not been repeated at Orient 
No. 1, also owned by the Chicago, Wilmington & 
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Franklin Coal Co, The one mine apparently is as. 


unsafe as the other +. bok dee ) 
Our correspondent, Roy K Harris, brought. out 


the facts about the company’s other Orient mine 
yesterday. Last October federal inspectors J. R. 
Summary and W. R, Chick foupd that Orient No, 


1 had an inadequate ventilation system, that it 


contained dangerously large accumulations -of < 


coal dust and that rock dusting was insufficient. 
These conditions which rendered the mine po- 
tentially explosive were only three of nine major 
violations of the federal mine safety code. 


All three of these conditions were present at 
Oricnt No. 2 the night of Dec: 21 when it blew 
up and trapped its victims without a chafice of 
escape, This week Orient No. 1 was so patently 
unsafe that the more than 700 men who work 


,in it stayed on top until further inspection could 


take place. 

If the federal mine inspection code had teeth 
the United States inspectors could enforce their 
findings of violations of reasonable safety tests. 
They could have closed both these mines. They 
could have saved the lives that have been sacri- 
ficed. 

Congressman Bishop, himself a former coal 
miner, whose district includes West Frankfort, 
says he will not indorse the Price Bill to make 
the federal code enforceable. Yet he deplores 
the explosions and, thinks mine regulations 
should, be “under one law.” 


The bills of Representative Price and Sena- 
tor Neely doubtless are not perfect but they 
are an effort to get at the weakness in mine 
safety. If Mr. Bishop wants to propose improve- 
ments let him do so forthwith. Legislation to 
save lives in the mines should have one of the 
highest priorities in the new session. If any 
error is made let it be on the side of over-caution 
for a change. : 

Let the House committeé see how fast it can 
get this measure to Democratic Majority Leader 
McCormack for the expediting to which he has 
pledged himself.

Urgent as it is that poor Republican nominees 
not be carried in the Senate races by an Eisen- 
hower ticket, this certainly is not the best way 
to go about it. After all this proposal would 
eliminate the possibility of choice of any kind.

However good Dwight Eisenhower may be, he 
is not so good that the democratic process 
should be abandoned. He is not so good that 
the debate of public issues should be junked 
and instead he be taken on faith chiefly because 
of his personality and his success as a military 
leader. 

Not a few of the proposals in eonnection with 
Gen. Eisenhower and the nomination are an 
injustice to him. They propose blind acceptance 
which he himself does not mean to ask. If 
Senator Douglas will have another look at his 
suggestion he surely will see what is wrong 
with it.

West should keep its head, avoid bluffing on a weak hand and 
putting Russia in a corner, says British military expert; cites Cham- 
bertain and MacArthur acts as provoking aggression they sought to 
avert; sees more threat in air force buildup than in NATO. 


Capt. Liddell Hart in The New Republic 


My vocation has been the study of war 
—the exploration of its causes, conditions, 
course and effects. In studying the way 
that wars break out I came to see that the 
best hope of its prevention lies in a well- 
judged avoidance of the things that always 
tend to produce a catastrophe. 

Statesmen need to realize the psycho- 
logical effect of getting an opponent in a 
corner. Many people have now come to 
think that Soviet Russia cannot be pla- 
cated, and there is a growing belief that 
no conciliatory move will allay her rulers’ 
desire to grab more gains wherever they 
can. 


If that belief is correct it becomes all 
the more vital that in our precautionary 
counter-measures we should bear in mind 
the long - standing 
lesson of police ex- 
perience that ‘a bur- 
giar doesn’t commit 
murder unless he is 
cornered.” That ap- 
plies in the com- 
munity of nations as 
in any smaller com- 
munity. 

The study of war 
has taught me that 
almost every war 
was avoidable, and 
that the outbreak 
was most often pro- 
duced by statesmen P 
losing their heads, °° MacArthur 
or their patience, and putting their op- 
ponent in a position where he could not 
draw back without serious loss of “face.” 


Clumsy efforts to forestall a feared ag- 
gression have too often provoked it—par- 
ticularly where politically-inspired moves 
have jumped beyond strategic possibilites, 

There have been too many recent exam- 
ples. Chamberlain's “guarantees” to Po- 
Jand, in 1939, a sudden reversal of his 
policy of appeasement, had the obvious 
effect of combining provocation with temp- 
tation. p: 


No dictator could be expected to submit 
to sueh a siap in the face. At the same 
time, the palpable impossibility of Britain 
giving any effective help to a country so 
remote as Poland tempted Hitler to show 
the futility of the guarantee. 


Yet the captured German archives show 
that Hitler had not intended to deal with 
Poland in 1939, and that he only made 
up his mind to attack her after Chamber- 
lain had made his unfulfillable offer of 
support. So the guarantee merely guar- 
anteed that war would start at the time 


most disadvantageous for the 
powers. # 

Similarly, MacArthur's advance beyond 
the thirty-eighth parallel last autumn was 
the surest way of provoking the Chinese 
to intervene in the Korean conflict—after 
three months’ hesitation on their part. 


It is a sad reflection on Western states- 
men that they were carried away by the 
flush of success in regaining South Korea 
and made no adequate effort to put a 
brake on the continuation of the advance. 


The statesmen of the Western democra- 
cies should have learned two fundamental 
lessons from their bitter and repeated ex- 
perience in 1939. Don't try to bluff on 
an obviously weak hand. Do try to look 
at each step you plan from the other 
side's viewpoint—before you take the step. 

It is evident that Soviet Russia does 
not want to venture on war, for if she 
did she would have struck before the 
West began to rearm, when the going 
would have been easy. 

The biggest risk now is that the West- 
ern powers may say or do things likely to 
make the Russian Government feel that 
the Western powers will take the offensive 
once their rearmament is completed. If 
the Russian Government becomes def- 
initely convinced that such a stroke is 
certain to come, they will not be likely to 
wait for it. 

From that point of view there is obvi- 
ously more threat in multiplying the scale 
of ‘America’s long-range strategic air force 
than in NATO’s effort to build up a 
ground force and tactical air force for the 
defense of Western Europe. The planned 
scale of this NATO force is such that it 
may suffice to check a Russian invasion of 
the West, but is not nearly enough for an 
invasion of Russia. It is thus plainly de- 
fensive, not offensive, in purpose—a shield 
rather than a sword. 


An adequate covering force on the 
ground is a better safeguard than to de- 
pend purely on the retaliatory threat of 
atom bombing. An atom bomber is a 
bad policeman of frontier-guard. It is 
uncertain of stopping an invader, while 
likely to be mutually fatal in ultimate 
effects. 

But the best safeguard of all is for all 
of us to keep cool. Indignation and exas- 
peration are primary risks, for such emo- 
tions are all too likely to produce a fatal 
explosion. Nothing can be more fatal than 
the feeling, “it's bound to come—let’s get 
it over.” Waris not a way out from 
danger and strain. It's a way down into 
a pit of unknown depth.

Free Cigars But Not Mink Coats 
From The Washington Pose 


President Truman's indorsement of a 
code regulating the acceptance of gifts by 
federal, employes is indicative of the 
changing moral climate in~ Washington, 
When the acceptance of expensive favors 
by members of his own staff was uncov- 
ered some months ago, the President ridi- 


culed the idea that there was anything 


wrong with it. Now he praises the no-gift 
policy of the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency. » 

The code which the President has in- 
dorsed is not overly rigid. It provides: 

No employe shall accept directly or in- 
directly for himself or for any member of 
his family any favor, gift, unusual dis- 
count, gratuitous service, entertainment or 
other things of value from any person; 
firm or business which does business with 
or is a claimant before the agency. This 
does not prohibit wsual social courtesies, 
the refusal, of which’ would result in per- 
sonal embarrassment, 

The Housing and Home Finance Agéncy 
has simply put into words the common 
sense rule that is generally followed by 
self-respecting public employes, They can 
accept a free lunch, a cigar, a drink, or a 


box of fruit without any questions being 


asked. But when the favors reach the 
proportion of mink coats, vacations in ex- 


pensive hotels, free airplane rides and 
fishing trips, and deep-freeze units, suspi- 
cion is inevitably aroused. 

We think the President should go fur- 
ther than he did in his letter to HHFA 
Administrator Foley.: Instead of merely 
approving this restriction on gift-taking, 
he should direct all federal agencies and 
departments in no uncertain terms to make 
it applicable to their employes. In view 
of Attorney General McGrath's difficulty 
in understanding the reasons for the oust- 
ing of Theron Lamar Caudle from his 
department, the code would seem to be 
particularly applicable to the Department 
of Justice. 

More important than any code, however, 
is the attitude of top officials in the 
Government. If many of these officials 
continue to look the other way when key 
men under their supervision compromise 
their integrity, no mere words in the reg- 
ulations will have any appreciable effect.

CAGLIARI, Sardinia (AP)— 
Mining corporations operating in 
Sardinia have pooled their re- 
sources to intensify research for 
lead and zinc in this island. 


The various corporations 
created a new organization for 
mineral research and contributed 
equal parts to .an initial capital 
of $800,000. 

The search for strategic min- 
erals was intensified in 1951 with 
favorable results. Lead ores 
found in the newly explored areas 
of the island rose from 708 tons 
in 1950 to 4137 tons in the first 
11 months of 1951. In the same 
period zinc ores rose from 1348 
tons in 1950 to 8097 tons in the 
first 11 months of 1951. The ore 


yielded 52 per cent of pure zinc.

A Better Cinderella |. 


Than Milton Berle

NEW YORK, Jan. 11. 

HE kiddies are going to get some awfully 
funny ideas about fairy tales if this thing 
keeps up. First, Milton, Berle, who has an 
passion for dressing up in female 
‘silteiaiai ¢ clothes, perpetrated a 
burlesque of Cinder- 
ella with himself -in 
the title role. This 
drove some, but not 
all, of the children 
screaming for cover. 
So he undertook Snow 
White, again playing 
the title role, and that 
one, I guess, pretty 
well emptied the nurs- 
eries from coast to 

coast. 
It started what ap- 
pears to be a chain 
33 — reaction. The other 
3 night, Martha Raye 
MARTHA RAYE took on Cinderella, 
raising, of course, the sort of comparison critics 
love to toy with. The theater critics have had a 
high old time lately comparing Sir Lawrence 
Olivier’s Julius Caesar with Sir Cedric Hard- 
wicke’s and letting fly a few thousand words in 
all directions on the question: Who did the most 
damage to the untitled Mr. George Bernard Shaw?

WE NEVER GET ANYTHING so intellectually 
upper crust in this dodge, but we do have our 
little problems. Whose Cinderella is to get the 


accolade—Berle’s or Miss Raye’s? My nod goes 
unhesitatingly to Miss Raye, whose feet are not 
exactly the right size for Cinderella but who is, 
after all, the right sex. Just the same, I wish 
they'd quit these travesties on the classics out of 
deference to the children who are beginning stren- 
uously to resist Cinderella as bedtime material. 
(Last time I tried Cinderella out on my son, who 
unfortunately had caught the Berle show, he got 
the worst nightmares of his life).

THIS MALPRACTICE, incidentally, isn’t con- 
fined to television. Just before Christmas, Dick 
Powell, one of radio’s myriad private eyes, pre- 
sented a version of Dickens’s “Christmas Carol” 
with dialogue in the manner of Dashiell Hammett. 
Bob Cratchit, for example, complaining of the 
cold, declared that his feet were as “cold as pop- 
sicles.”

Well, of course, there is 
a large body of opinion which holds that Dickens's 
“Christmas Carol” is pretty badly over-played 
around Christmas time and ought to be abolished. 
It’s just possible Powell was trying to bury the

Try and Stop Me

HE LONDON DAILY MAIL carries a story 
T with a British East Africa dateline that should

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LAST VOYAGE OF THE FLYING ENTERPRISE 
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The end is near in one of the most stirring sea dramas in modern times as the tug Turmoil approaches the stricken freighter Flying 
Enterprise off the stormy southwest coast of England yesterday. Twisted and broken by a’ series of gales, the Enterprise plunged 
to the bottom of the ocean soon afterward. Its heroic skipper, Capt. Kurt Carlsen, and his companion, the Turmoil's mate, Kenneth 
Dancy, leaped into the sea as the tug approached and were picked up within nine minutes. niet aaa i ltt 
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>. 
Its mission accomplished, the Turmoil moves away from the slowly capsizing freighter, Thirty-eight minutes later the $4,250,000 ship 
and its $500,000 cargo went down. The Enterprise, abandoned by all but Capt. Carlsen on Dec. 28 after being damaged in heavy 
weather, got a new lease on life when the Turmoil raced to the scene and took it in tow Jan. 5. Capt. Carlsen, joined by Dancy, 
stayed with his ship as it was towed almost 300 miles toward safety. He was almost within sight of his goal, Falmouth, Eng., when 
new storms snapped the tow line and doomed his ship. ‘That really hurt me," Carlsen told his rescuers as the Enterprise went down 
but he had recovered his poise by the time the party reached port this morning and he stood smiling (below, center) as Dancy waved

i TER tomorrow, is a good example of the ability of the 
better British movie makers to take a frail comic theme 
and byild it inte a rollicking film by expert play on human 
iy ly ~» foibles as brought out in skilled character 
a acting. 

This is based on a play by Lesley Storm 
that flopped on Broadway back in 1939, with 
the theme the universal one of whether a 
talented but naughty child ought to be made 
to feel the business side of a hairbrush to

Particularly facile are Cecil Parker as the pompous physician, 
Anne Crawford as his defiant wife, Mervyn Johns as her 
father ‘who &icks over the traces, Barbara Everest as her 
domineering and eminently respectable mother, a power in 
the Girl Guides, Edward Rigby as grandpa, and Derek Bond 
as the confused groom-to-be.

Second feature is “FORT DEFIANCE,” in the older wishy- 
washy Cinecolor.

The B-29s Deserved Better 

“THE WILD BLUE YONDER,” at the FOX is further 
demonstration, if any were needed, that it takes far more 
than borrowing some combat shots and incidents from 
Defense Department files and reproducing some technical 
jargon and facts to make a good war 
picture.

The airmen focused upon aren't convincing types, the situa- 
tions are hackneyed, the drama is poor, the acting less than 
routine. A major and a captain, both pilots, are in love with 
a nurse. The major is so frightened by a Tokyo Rose 
broadcast before the first raid that he bows out and becomes 
an object of great scorn. But, goaded by everyone, he goes 
along as a passenger on the first big low-altitude fire-bomb 
raid and dies a hero. Wendell Corey, Vera Ralston and 
Forrest Tucker are the principals. They are pretty drab, but 
the prize for the really amateur specimen of acting goes to 
the gentleman portraying General LeMay. 

Richard Tregaskis’s script, besides its sorry formula 
pattern, is full of minor inaccuracies. I don’t believe any 
responsible pilot would take up a B-29, with its pressurized 
cabin, with a cracked blister plate to high altitude. Mr. 
Tregaskis seems to think you could get a bushel basket of 
rupees for one dollar in India, that there was no beer to be 
had within 8000 miles of that country, and that the B-29s 


were actually stationed at Chengtu, instead of using it as a 


refueling station.

This same designer has many 
othe: significant trends to her 
credit. Among them are her cos- 
fume suits consisting of fitted 
coats and sheer dresses; her 
dresses with tucked or pleated 
torsos, the fullness released at 
the hipline to give a definite 
rounded shape to the silhouette; 
very sheer woolens that resemble

Everywhere there is emphasis 
upon suits wi’) softer lines and 
dressmaker details. There is a 
trend, too, to give the suit a defi- 
nite costume look. Blouses of ele- 
gant prints or sheer fabrics that 
match the tone of the suit fabric 
contribute to this feeling. 

Hattie Carnegie, whose lady- 
like suits have been a fashion 
tradition with well-dressed wom- 
en, illustrates how very feminine 
suits can be when they are made 
of pretty, lightweight woolens, 
add printed blouses to match 
jacket linings and feature draped 
cardigan necklines. 

It is significant that for all this 
these suits occupy less space in 
Miss Carnegie’s collection than 
Suits usually do. Increased atten- 
tion is given here as elsewhere 
to coats with dresses. The printed 
dress and coat ensemble repre- 
sents the featured theme for day- 
time. ‘ 

Hannah Troy is a designer who 
presents graceful dress and jack- 
et.ensembles. Worhen who have 
become weary of the bare look at 
the top of summer dresses will 
welcome bodices with contour 
shoulder straps to assure proper 
fitting and more coverage. Low- 
necked dreses with covered shoul- 
ders are seen repeatedly, many 
with matching jackets. 

Christian Dior’s short boxy 
jacket is one of the themes that 


hints at a new silhouette. Worn 
with lower heels and longer 
skirts, these jackets represent an 
important variation from the ac- 
cepted mode. The Dior skirts 
have an interesting type of full- 
ness. Not only is the Dior flip 
pleat at the side back apparent 
but a wide box pleat or pane! has 
been added at the front. 

Among the oustanding themes 
in Maurice Rentner’s collection 
are the collar with an inner frame

Fix It Yourself

PORTING equipment made of 
S wood such as skis, snow shoes,

Apply linseed oil, let 
it soak in for awhile, wipe off 
the excess and rub the ail in with 
the heel of the hand. Repeat this 
operation every few days until 
the wood will no longer absorb 
any more oil.
